These are the blds of Homer & Quinn,
of Philndelphin, and Peter Relloy, of
Wilkes-Bavre, which are $178,540.81 and
107,760,060, rexpectively,

The only bid which comes bolow the
englneer's flgure |s that of K. A, Ma-
Ione, of Lancaster, whoge bld ix §146,-
646,72, leaving @ balance of $2,101.90 for
the payment of Inspectors. The coms-
mittee didn't decide last night to ree-
ommend the awarding of the contract
to anybody In particular deferring this
actlon untll Just before councll meeting

Dr. George Benten Massey, of Phila-
delphia, Tells of Successiul Treat-
ment of Tuberculosis.

Philadelphia, Oet. 1,—Dr. George
RBenton Massey, of 1831 Chestnut street,
cluims the discovery of o new method
nf treating tuberculosis, and he says
he has offected two absolute cures. In
speaking of the new method today, the
doector sald:

“My process Includes an  enforeed
sterilization of the affected part, This
Is aceomplished by the production of
the electrolytic salts of mercury In the
midst of the germ colony. The salts
are then rvadinted through the sur-
rounding diseased tissue from a gold
electrode by a mild current of clee-
tricity,

This operation must be repeated at
least twlee o week. A small puncture
ts made In the skin of the neck, under
a cooling spray, which deprives that
portion of the body of all sensittion,
The opening I8 made with a sharp
needlg directly over the enlarged gland,

"'l‘Iilultmi this opening o tiny gold
tube js Inserted, and through the tube,
which 1 in veallty @ hollow necdls, a
drop of quicksilver is injected, This
guleksilver s immedintely changed ity
electrolytic galts of mercury hy the
application of a very slight eleetrie
current, which is passed through the
needle, The salts are an untiseptic and
by the action of the clectrie current
are radiated through the diseased area,

wThis treatment will usually effect o
cure within six weeks, A desirable
feature of this method of treatment ls
the faet that patients are not obliged
to deslst from their ordinary dutles.'

the tracks of the company, He gives
the city thirty days in which to tuke
the proper steps to open (he street,
and says that If these gleps are not
taken within that time, the restrain-
ing injunction granted the company
wlll be made permnonent,

The facts In the casge are well known,
The elty took steps to open Poplag
street nerors the Delaware and Hud-
gon tracks In arder to afford means of
ingress to the Seranton Bolt and Nut
works, ''he railrond company imme-
dintely erccted o fence just the other
side of the teacks, barving all en-
trance to the Bolt and Nul company's
plant, This was torn down by order
of the mayor and wns again erected
by the compuny,

It was torn down oo second time by
the eity and is doywn at present. Both
the eity and the compuny secured in-
Junctlons restraining cach from both-
ering with the other. Both of these
were (Hoposed of aand then courl took
a hand, granting an Injunction to the
company, pending n deeision 1o e
givgn after the submission of both
gldes of the case,

strueted, crossing this vight of way,
and emplying Into the Lackawanna,

An ordinanee hos already passed both
councils amd has been slgned by the
mayor formally accepting the strect
from the Lackawanna Coal and Irvon
company, It having been thought thot
this actlon alone would be sufflieient to
establish o, vight of way ncross the
Lracks.

Judge Avchbald, in hils opinlon, afier
cliting the facts in the case, contends
that the map referred to was for the
npurpode of description only and that
It is not intended to Hmlt the grant,
but mercly to loente It and show the
surroundings,

The ordinanece laying out the sewer,
he says, ncoepts tne street as far as the
city is coneerned, but the recognition
of Lthis sewer by the company was not
necessarily an acceptance by it of the
street on which It was lald, The per-
mission to construct this sewer was for
that purpose only and was not for the
opening of a sixty-foot streel across
the tracks.

“Phe elty has the right te repair
this sewer,” says the judge, “but no
larger privilege than this is to be im-
plied,"

The judge aflirms that the city has
a perfect right to open o strect across
the vight of way of the company, pro-
viding the proper steps arve
These proper sleps have not been
taken, he says, and therefore the com-
pany Is entitled to have Its rights pro-
tected by injunction, Continuing the
opinion says:
